nich had been driven to the alley door by 
#1 accomplice. 

The thieves were acquainted with the 

remises. They knew how to operate a com- 

Nicated elevator and on which bench the 
oest clothing was piled. 

The firm reported the robbery to the police 
the following Monday and the matter was 
kept quiet. Circulars were sent to the au- 
thorities in adjacent towns, asking them to 
be on the lookout for the stolen goods. 

Sunday Detective Wasen of Belleville 
found 400 pairs of the stolen trousers in J. 
J. Rubenstein’s store and notified the St. 
Louls police. 

Rubenstein also runs a store in Mascou- 
tah, Ill, and he shipped sixty pairs of 
trousers there. 

He says he purchased the 460 pairs from 
two strangers last Wednesday, paying them 
A. Haas & Son say the 
value of the goods is $1,000. 

Rubenstein says the two men had a large 
wagon filled with all sorts of clothing ane 
that he only purchased the trousers. The 
strangers told Rubenstein that they had 
bought goods in St. Louis with the in- 
tion of starting a store in Belleville, but 
after looking over the ground concluded 
to sell their stock at a sacrifice. 

Basing their belief on the statement that 
the men had a large wagon filled with 
clothing the St. Louls police think other 
stores besides the Haas establishment 
have been robbed by the two strangers, 
and that they are traveling through Illinois 
towns disposing of their plunder. 

Chief Desmond has notified the authorities 
in most of the Illinois towns adjacent to 
St. Louls to keep an eye out for the rob- 
bers, 


WANTED IN TOLEDO. 


Ticket Broker, Charged With Embez.- 
zlement, to Be Taken Back.

STABBED IN THE LEG. 


Charles Miller Wounded by William 
Woods, an ex-Convic~. 


William Woods, an ex-convict, stabbed

Woods, in September, 1882, stabbed and in- 
stantly killed John Hunter, a negro, during 
a quarre] at Eighth and St. Charles streets. 
He was sentenced to forty-five years in the 
penitentiary, but after serving four years 
was pardoned on the theory that he had be- 
come insane since incarceration. He was 
gent to the Insane Asylum, but was released 
in a short time ae cured, 


MUST STAY IN JAIL.

There was no session of the First Dis- 
trict Police Court Monday, and on that

Guy, a 13-year-old son of Robert Paxton 
of Belleville, played in a ditch Saturday 
and went home with his clothes bespat- 
tered with mud. He was chastised in the 
old-fashioned way. He felt it keenly in 
body and spirit, and went to bed with his 
mind filled with schemes to get even. 

Before he slept he had concluded to work 
a suicide bluff. Strangely, he remembered 
his purpose when he awoke at 5 o'clock 
Sunday morning. He arose and dressed 
himself. His little brother Hugh also awoke 
and asked him where he was going. 

‘I’m going to commit suicide,” he said. 
‘I’m tired of living and getting licked for 
every little thing. I'm going out in the 
woods and drown myself.”’ 

As soon as he had gone the smaller boy 
told his parents, They thought Guy would 
soon get hungry and return home, and did 
not worry about his threat. But noon 
came and night approached and Guy was 
still missing. The parents became alarmed. 
A daughter of John Pope, who lives in the 
same house, went to the woods, and at 6 
o'clock found Guy leaning against a tree 
thinking of his troubles. 

He had not eaten anything al) day, and it 
was beginning to dawn on him that the 
game Of spite was a losing one. He was 
gratified, though, that the folks at home 
were getting frightened, and thinking they 
had perhaps been punished enough he prom- 
ised to return home at 9 o’o/ock. 

At that hour he crept into the house, 
sullen, but ravenously hungry. The fatted 
calf was killed, Guy filled hie little stom- 
ach and went to sleep with the conscious- 
ness that he had meted out deserved pun- 
dshment to his parents.

Miners Claim Hanna’s Men Will Quit, 
but the Operators Dispute 
the Claim. 


WAR DEPARTMENT READY TO 
AGAIN IGNORE STATES’ 
RIGHTS. 


Acting Secretary of War Anticipates 
Trouble and Ready to Respond 
With Invading Troops, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 5.—The great wage 
struggle of the coal miners was inaugurated 
throughout the Pittsburg district to-day, 
but it will be impossible to tell anything 
about the situation before to-morrow, as 
this is a general holiday and work is sus- 
pended In all the mines of the district. 

This was a day of mass-meetings. 

By a preconcerted arrangement of the 
District Executive Board of the United 
Mine Workers meetings were held in nearly 
every mining settlement that was repre- 
sented at Saturday’s convention in this 
city, and the miners were instructed not to 
falter in the great struggle that has begun. 

What effect the meetings will have can- 
not be determined until Tuesday morning. 
When it Is learned Just how many men re- 
fuse to go to work then the magnitude of 
the strike will manifest itself. 

Much doubt is expressed as to the action 
of the Pittsburg & Chicago miners on the 
Wheeling division of the B. & O., the M. A, 
Hanna company’s miners on the Pan Han- 
dle, who are working at the 60-cent rate, 
under an ftron-clad contract, and the New 
York and Cleveland miners at Turtle Creek, 
Pium Creek and Sandy Creek. The miners 
of thesé places claim the miners will strike 
and the operators say they will not. 

In speaking of the strike, District Pres!l- 
dent Dolan said: “‘The coming week will be 
a busy one. I have every reason to believe 
that, with the exception of a very few 
mines, the suspension will be general. Our 
men realize that this is the fight of their 
lives, and from the expressions of determi- 
nation that I hear on all sides, I have 
every reason to befeve the strike will be 
successful. 

“How long will it last? That !s a difficult 
question to answer, But one thing you can 
rest assured of, we are in good shape to stay 
out all summer. By good shape I mean we 
have warm weather and a prospective big 
demand for lake trade coal in sight, which 
makes the times much more opportune than 
in winter. 

“There is a general impression that by 
reason of s0 many industries being put 
down there will be little demand for coal. 
It is not generally known, but the supply of 
‘oal for the manufactories in the Pittsburg 
district Is but a drop in the bucket when 
compared w.th the lake trade, which sup- 
plies the markets where coal mines are 
practically unknown,” 

The general suspension to those In a po- 
sition to know presents some very discour- 
aging features. The past winter has been 
severe on the mining craft. Business has 
been very dull and in addition the lowest 
rate ever paid in the district prevailed for 
the little work that was done. Women and 
children have been suffering —-Rigk—onto 
starvation and many of them have been 
wards of the county. With spring the con- 
ditions were a little tmproved and during 
the past few months many mines have been 
running continuously. What little has been 
earned has been used in paying debts con- 
tracted during the reign of semi-starvation. 

It is expected that at the meetings to-day 
an effort will be made to convince the 
miners that by reason of the suspension 
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being general victory is bound to follow. It 
will be argued that the public is in favor 
of the miners being paid a higher price and 
that general support will be forthcoming.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Acting 
Secretary of War Meikeljohn said to-day 
that while no intimation of anticipated 
trouble from the striking coal miners had 
been received, the department would be in 
readiness to promptly respond to a call for 


‘| assistance made by the Governor of any 


State who finds the militia inadequate to 
protect property and preserve order or to 
a call by the President, as in the Chicago 
strike, when President Cleveland ignored 
Gov. Altgeld’s protest and sent regulars to 
that city. 

Some of the States most directly affected 
by the strike have efficient militia organiza- 
tions. Pennslyvania has more than 8,000 
men available for immediate duty. Ohio has 
7,000; West Virginia, 1,000; Illinois, 7,000; In- 


}diana, 8000; Kansas, 2,000, and Missouri 


2,500. 

The Seventeenth Infantry, comprising 
nearly 1,000 men, is stationed at Columbus 
Barracks, in the center of Ohio, and can be 
rapidly moved to any portion of the State. 
The Sixth Infantry of 1,000 men is at Fort 
Thomas, near Newport, Ky. 

The Fourth Infantry is at Fort Sheridan, 
near Chicago, with two companies of cav- 
alry and a detachment of artillery. At Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Mo., there are six com- 
panies of the Third Cavalry. At Fort 
Leavenworth, Kan., there are four com- 
panies of the Sixth Cavalry and the Twen- 
tieth Infantry. At Fort Brady, Mich., there 
are four companies of the Nineteenth de- 
tachment of cavalry and artillery is sta- 
tioned at Fort Riley, Kan. Four companies 
of the Nineteenth Infantry are at Fort 
Wayne, near Detroit, Mich.

Unless a great change comes over the coal 
miners about Belleville they. will not obey 
the call of thelr leaders-to join tn the East- 
ern strike.

A mass meeting has been called for Tues- 
day morning at 10 o’clock at the base ball 
park in the West End at Belleville.

There are two local 
unions in Bellev'lle, but the members rep- 
resent only a small proportion of the min- 
ers. 

The meeting will not be largely attended.

There is not a spark of enthusiasm among 
the miners.

THE KAISER’S NEW PLAY. 


A Dramatic Display of Germanic Pow- 
er, Himself on Top. 


NEW YORK, July 5.—A special to a 
morning paper from Berlin says: 

Kaiser Wilhelm has prepared another sur- 
prise for the literary world. This time his 
ambition Is histrionic and Prof. Buettner has 


been chosen to clothe the Imperial con- 
ceptions in dramatic array. It wiil be re- 
called that last year Germany's versatile 
ruler presented three allegorical tableaux 
to the world, the details of which were left 
to Prof. Knackfuss to be executed, Within 
a fortnight these three allegorical depictions 
will be published in dramatic form. 

Under the personal direction of His Majes- 
ty Prof. Buettner has, it is announced, pro- 
duced a most satisfactory work. The com- 

osition is called “Dr. Deutsche Sanct 
Michael,”’ and is an heroic, patriotic drama 
in three acts. Each act develops one of the 
allegorical pictures, though in reverse order 
from the way in which they were finished 
and appeared in fac similes. The first act 
closes with the “Exeg! monumentum aere 
perrennius’ (I have erected a monument 
more lasting than stone). It treats of Ger- 
many’s gradual evolution from.the time of 
ancient Germania to the period of the pow- 
erful domain of Kaiser Wilhelm l. 

The second act typifies the strength of 
Germany internally and the assurance of 
internal peace through prosperous cond}l- 
tions in municipalities. 

The closing tableaux of this act is formed 
by the picture “‘Niemand Zu Liebe Nie- 
mand Zu Leid” (weal and woe to none). 

The third act finally portrays the power 
of the Fatherland in external affairs—that 
is, the Empire's military strength—how the 
realm is able, allied to other states, to 
maintain peace. It closes with the picture, 
“Voelker Europas wahret eure heiligsten 
gueter’’ (Nations of Europe watch over 
your most holy possessions).

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R. D. PRESTON DEAD. 


He Showed Remarkable Genius as Ca-.: 
terer and Chef by Which Char- 
ity Benefited. 


A death occurred on Sunday evening at 
a comfortable home on North Thirteenth | 
street, which ordinarily might have passed | 
unnoticed, save by the man’s family and 
personal friends. 

But it was a death that hag aroused the 
keenest regret in charitable circles, and will 
awaken interest and sympathy among thou- 
sande of poor people, who have been given | 
new hope and courage by the timely chari- 
ty with which Edward D. Preston was 
identified. 

For the last two years Mr. Preston con- 
ducted the Provident Association’s cheap 
restaurant and made it a great charitable 
success. 

He died of nervous prostration at his 
home, 1613 North Thirteenth street, at noon | 
on Sunday. He was 57 ygars old. | 

Mr. Preston, in earlier years, was a trav- | 
eling salesman. He used to say, laughing- | 


ily, that his experience in country hotels, 
| with their bad cooking and waste of food, | 


j_ | had developed in him a latent genius for 


economica] and efficient catering and cook- 
ing. ete 
He was not a cook or steward by educa- 


tion, but by natural genius. He was an 
intell:gent man, a keen observer, a man 
of charitable instincts, and his horror at 
waste of food when thousands were suffer- 
ing for want of it, amounted almost to a 
passion, 

Circumstances brought him to the notice 
of the managers of the Provident Associa- 
tion a few years ago. His sister-in-law, Mrs. 
A. Hutchinson, had been matron, in charge 
of the Provident Association's feminine 
work, and it was through her that Presi- 
dent Scruggs and the other managers of 
the association became acquainted with Mr. 
Preston's genius for making most of small 
things. 

Two years ago he was given charge of 
the association's scheme for feeding the 
poor at a nominal rate. He made their 
restaurant, at which a meal could be had 
for 5 cents, self-supporting from the start. 
The second year was better than the first. 
In both years thousands of deserving poor 
were fed at Mr. Preston's tables, bounteous. 
ly, and sent away without the sense of hav- 
ing accepted charity. 

Mr. Preston was laying his plans to have 
luncheons and breakfasts served for a cent 
during the coming winter, and so fine was 
his power of calculation that he had dem- 
onstrated its feasibility.

Donlon handed the child to a woman and | 
took the drunken man to the Chestnut 
Street Police Station. It was a rough and | 
tumble fight all the way. 

A large crowd had been attracted, and 


the woman, with the crying baby in her 
arms, followed the procession. 

At the station the drunken man gave his 
name as John R. McKinney, and said he 
lived at 2218 North Broadway. As he was 
dragged back to the cell he began to realize 
his predicament, and begged to be iet go. 

“My young wife will be a maniac before 
morning if 1 don’t get home with the baby, 
he cried. “It is our only child and she 
worships It. If you won't let me go, tor 
God's sake take the child to her or she wil) 
go crazy.”’ 

McKinney had not overdrawn the picture 
of despair that filled the two snug rooms 
he and his young wife occupy on the sec- 
ond floor of 22318 North Broadway. 

For four hours the distressed mother 
had rushed from one place to another in 
search of her child, and had finally gone to 
the North Market Police Station and asked 
for help. 

About 10:30 o’clock, exhausted and over- 
whelmed with grief, she returned to her 
home and sank down on the bed bewalling 
the day she had ever seen John McKinney. 

A few minutes later she was roused by @ 
knocking at her door. Flinging it open ahe 
saw Policeman Donlon with her blue-eyed 
baby peacefully sieeping in his siron 
arms. With a shriek of joy she snatche 
the baby from the policeman and kissed it. 

She was so overjoyed she never asked the 
officer where her husband was, but show- 
ered blessings on him for bringing back her 
baby safe and sound. 

Donlon looked reverently on her joy fora 
minute of two and as he turned to depart 
said: ‘“‘Madam, your husband is safe, too, 
in a cell at the bhestnut Street Station."’ 

And so he was, but he wept for hours 
before he fell into a drunken sleep, from 
which he did not rouse until the prisoners 
were to be hustled Into the patrol wagon to 
be transferred to the Four Courts. 

McKinney said Monday that he had taken 
the baby out for a car ride to South Bt. 
Louis and when near Clark avenue on his 
return an acquaintance standing on the 
sidewalk called to him. He got off and with 
his friend went into a saloon and had sev- 
eral drinks: He started up the street with 
his’ friend and didn’t know how he got on 
Fourth street.

He wanted me to go along, but I was not 
well enough, and he said he would be back 
by 6 o'clock. When he didn't eome I went 
to a friend’s house on Franklin avenue 
where we usually visit on Sunday. When 
I found he had not been there I grew ner- 
vours.

“They were the most harrowing hours I 
ever spent, from 6 to 10 o'clock, and the 
most joyous moment of my life was when I 
saw the good officer with the baby at my 
door.

Women Abducted and Children Made 


Political Prisoners—Newspzpers 
Daily Insult American Colony. 


NEW YORK, July 5.—A dispatch to the 
World from Havana says: 

Senors Borelles, Marandios, Natrones and 
Diaz, all wealthy residents of Guanabacoa, 
were arrested recently and hurried to 
jail. 

The next night their homes were invaded 
by troops_and police and their wives and 
daughters were forced to go with the men, 
hardly having a chance to dress. 

Indeed two of them, handsome giris of 16 
and 18, were taken away in their night 
garments, the soldiers indulging inthe 
coarest jest regarding them and thelr ap- 
pearance. 

These women have disappeared, and to 
complaints made in Guanabacoa and Ha- 
vana, no attention ts paid. 

La Lucha reports that fourteen children, 
from 6 to 15 years, have been put in prison 
as “abettors of the rebellion.” 

La Lucha, El Comercio, and Diaro de la 


Marina taunt the Yankees with being “flery 
on paper, but inactive in work,” and they 
say Calhoun's report ts slumbering in a 
pigeonhole from which McKinley will never 
dare to withdraw it. 

The American colony is insulted daily in 
the papers, and many sarcastic remarks 
are made regarding the Americans’ sudden 
change of front when Spain stood on her 
dignity. 


AMAZONS CAPTURED. 


But Senorita Flortenia, Their Leader, 
Released—Weyler’s Humor. 


NEW YORK, July 5.—A dispatch to a 
morning paper from Havana gays: 

A Jucaro-Moron dispatch toe El Diaro de 
la Marina reports the defeat of a party of 
Amazons near the central trocha, and an- 
nounced the capture of Senorita Floren- 
tina, their Captain. The moment the news 
reached Gen. Weyler at Manzanillo he tele- 
graphed ordering her release.

LINCOLN ON JEFFERSON. 


Strong Letter Quoted by Gov. Rogers 
of Washington.

NEW WHATCOM, Wash., July 5.—Gov. 
Rogers of this State delivered the Fourth of 
July oration here to-day. He made a studied 
and able defense of the doctrines of freedom 
and equality enunciated by the fathers of 
the republic, Among the interesting features 
of his speech was the following letter of 
Abraham Lincoln to the committee of Bos- 
ton, who had invited him to speak on the 
occasion of the birthday of Jefferson:

It is now no child's play to save the 
principles of Jefferson from total over- 
throw in this nation. One would state 
with great confidence that he could con- 
vince any sane child that the simpler 
propositions of Euclid are true, but 
nevertheless he would fail with one who 
should deny the definitions and axioms, 
The principles of Jefferson are the defini- 
tions of free society, and yet they are 
denied or evaded with no small show of 
success. One dashingly calls them glit- 
tering generalities, another styles them 
self-evident lies and another insiduously 
argues that they apply only to superior 
races. These expressions differing in form 
are identical in object and effect—the 
supplanting the principles of free gov- 
ernment—and restoring those of classifi- 
cation, caste and legitimacy. They would 
delight a convocation of crowned heads 
plotting against the people. They are the 
vanguards, the sappers and miners of 
returning despotism. We must repulse 
them or they will subjugate us. This isa 
world of compensation and he who would 
be no slave must consent to have no 
Blave.

| Mayor Warwick, reading of the Declaration 


of Independence and siuging by school chil- 
dren, Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, ex-Minister 
to England, was the orator of the day.’ Mr. 
Bayard prefaced his address with a brief 
history of the country, from the time of 
George Washington up to the present day. 
In referring to the declaration of American 
independenoe he said: 

“Never was the declaration of American 
independence in 1776 justified before God 
and man as it is by the relations and con- 
dition of the two Knglish-speaking nations 
which exist to-day. And thanks be to God, 
never were the international relations be- 
tween the people of two countries in a 
clearer atmosphere of unmistakable mutual 
good understanding and more free from ig- 
norant suspicion or hostile intent than on 
this one hundred and twenty-first anni- 
versary of American independence.” 

Mr. Bayard concluded: ‘To-day there ts 
in the minds of thinking men in this coun- 
try a widespread and vagiie uneasiness on 


outiook of business and beclouds the at- 
mosphere of hope and enterrrise. 

“Cap tal is one form of property 
sensitive. It shrinks when 
weakened, Such aporenscatons every- 
where, vague and undefined, chill the en- 
ergies of men and check their enterprise, 
and labor waits ‘*r capital to regain its 
courage and sm: away the objections 
and danger which ..npede employment and 
to bring the energies of individuals into 
co-operative action. And while labor is 
waiting, suffering does not wait, and worn 
faces and hollow cheeks tell the story. am'd 
mutterings of discontent. All this can 
be relieved, for there does not seem muoh 
doubt as to the true cause that ‘dulls the 
edge of enterprise and sicklies o'er with the 
paie cast of thought’ the business of our 
country.” 3

commercial and industrial life and runs 
through every artery of the body politic?

PARDON FOR GILMORE. 


Police Officials Had Frequently Recom- 
mended That He Have Exec- 


utive Clemency. 


One of the happiest men In Missour! Mon- 
day, and one who has occasion to ever re- 
member and celebrate the glorious 4th, was 
Michael Gilmore. For twelve years Gil- 
more has worn the stripes and endured 
the hardship. of a felon in the penitentiary 
at Jefferson City. His crime was that of 
murder in the second degree, and the sen- 
tence was for fifty years. 

At the time Gilmore recelved this sentence 
he was accounted lucky. The crime with 
which he stood charged had few mitigat'ng | 
circumstances in the eyes of the jury and, 
court, and so vigorous was the prosecution 
it looked for a time as though Gilmore 
would atone for his mortal offense on the 
gallows. 

He not only escaped the gallows, but to- 
day he is a free man, Dy the grace of Gov. 
Stephens. 

It is the custom of the Governor of the 
State on each succeeding Fourth of July to 
pardon a number of convicts who have 
served long terms, when the facts will jus- 
t:fy such action. 

Gilmore was the only St. Louisian who 
was on the Governor’s lucky Ist this Fourth, 

Twelve years ago Giimore Killed a man 
named Stanton itn Lahey’s saloon at Sixth 
Stan- 
ton was Gilmore's friend. They had known 
each other for years. Gilmore was an en- 
gineer on river packets and Stanton often 
Barly one evening, after 
the boat had been tl up for the night, 
Stanton and Gilmore repaired to Lahey’s 
saloon, which was a resort for river men, 
and were drinking when ‘“‘Red” Mooney 
came in. 

Mooney kept a lunch-room in that nelgh- 
borhood, and there was a 4ifference be- 
tween him and Gilmore. Mooney was drink- 
ing, in a bad humor, and began a quar- 
rel with Gilmore. They came to blows, and 
Gilmore, having got the worst of it, ran out 
of the saloon. He soon returned with a 
pistol in his pocket. 

Mooney was still there, and Stanton was 
at the bar, almost directly behind Mooney. 
Mooney made a dash at Gilmore as he en. 
tered the door. CHimore drew the pistol 


j}and began to shoot. The second shot struck 


his friend Stanton just below the heart, 
and he died shortly afterward. Mooney 


he ~~ without hurt. 


Gilmore had never been In trouble before 
and was considered a deserving fellow, as 
he supported his aged mother comfortably. 
He was 38 years old and unmarried. 

The only palliating circumstances were 
that all three of the men were intoxicated. 
Mooney had started the row, and, being a 
much larger man than Gilmore, had im- 
posed upon him. 

But it was contended by the State that 
Gilmore had time to reflect between the 
fight and when he returned with the pistol 
to do murder. 

He has been an exemplary convict, and 
Chief of Detectives Desmond and severai 
others who knew him wel! had often tried 
to prevall on Gov. Stone during his term to 
»sardon him. Gilmore’s mother spent all she 
~ in his defense, and died several years 
ago, broken-hearted and almost in want.

Mishaps and Miseries of Uncle Henry’s 
Wide-Open and Unsurpassed 
Fourth of July. 


Tt, is a popular impression that upon the 
fourth day of evéry July the American 
eagle, wherever he may be, if on the dome 
of a Federal building, or ornamenting the 
sides of a mall wagon, or even if he’s in 
a& cage in the adity park, gets up on the 
tips of his claws, throws out the feather 
around his neck like an Elizabethan ruff, 
stretches his wings and screams until] all 
the national animals, such as the Non and 
the bear, lower their heads and break for 
the woods in terror. 

Sunday and Monday were the days set 
for the eagles to scream this year. May- 
be they did, but nobody in St. Louls heard 
"em. No eagle that ever happened could 
have made himself heard in the town un- 
less he was supplied with a steam whistle 
in his body In place of lungs. 

It is doubtful then if an eagle with a 
sl'ding valve steam whistle could have made 
his notes audible. The nolse of the small 
boys with their torpedoes, giant crackers 
and toy cannons was too great. Uncle Henry 
Ziegenhein had told them to go ahead and 
make the Fourth of July last three days if 
they wanted to and to make all the din in 
their power. Uncle Henry was taken at his 
word and the Fourth of July, 1897, will go 
on record as one of the largest, widest- 
open, noisiest, most scorching Fourths in 
the annals of the town, 

The youngéters have been celebrating 

practically for a week. Stray bombs here 
and there began exploding five or six days 
ago, and Saturday night there was a cre- 
scendo.All day Sunday—making little differ- 
ence to those fired with ehthusiasm if the 
neighborhood contained a church or two— 
the cannons boomed and the _ torpedoes 
rattled until old St. Louis fairly shook 
upon her foundations. 
If streets strewn with scraps of red and 
gilt paper, and an atmosphere heavy with 
the smell of gunpowder and so disturbed a 
deluge is likely to fall at any moment, are 
evidences of patriotism, there can be no 
complaint that the espirit of ‘76 does mot 
hover over St. Louls. 

In every respect, aside from its unusual 
racket, this Fourth was just Jike any other 
old Fourth. Enough money was burnt in 
fireworks to free Cuba or buy the Sandwich 
Islands without consulting Japan. And the 
weather was exactly what the weather man 
said it woyldn’t be. He promised his sub- 
qoots here Saturday night that no matter 
ow hot the day started out there would be 
nice, cooling showers in the afternoon, to 
be followed by several days of tolerable 
climate. Of course, it won't do to say the 
weather man prevaricated, but the fact re- 
mains that the charred body of a man who 
went to a picnic with a mackintosh and a 
heavy blanket on the strength of the 
weather clerk’s promise, !s now at the 
morgue awaiting identification. 

Notwithstanding Monday was the day ap- 
pointed for observance by law, the greater 
part of St. Louis celebrated Sunday as well. 
The parks were thronged as early as 7 
o'clock with pleasure seekers, who took 
their lunch baskets with them and prepared 
to make a day of it. The river excursions 
were heavily patronized, and it was well 
into the morning before the street cars 
were rid of their heavy loads. 

The summer theaters were crowded all 
day and evening, and the soda water fount- 
ains were kept busy. 

Many families took their children and flre- 
works into the country and there fractured 
the Sabbath, while most of them sat on the 
front door steps and threw fire crackers into 
the street. 

Bicyclers were out by the thousands, tak- 
ing in all of the country roads and swarming 
through the parks. 

The Fresh Air Fund picnic at the Fair 
Grounds drew quite a large crowd that was 
disappointed in not witnessing a balloon as- 
cension, but enjoyed the fireworks. 

Monday most of the big stores down town 
were closed, and the streets were compara- 
tively quiet. 

The wholesale districts were deserted, all 
public buildings were closed and the baser- 
minded of the population was so well-be- 
haved that Chief Desmond had all he could 
do to keep his men awake. 

The principal draft from the city popula- 
tion was caused by the big Democratic plic- 
nic at Spanish Lake and the Montesano 
excursions.
